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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the details of the inner shoulder, recess and teeth 
are difficult to discern. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The title should include at least one 
technical, or inventive, feature of the claimed instant invention. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: reference character 
4 is used with "inner surface" on page 1 and "outer surface" on page 5 and it appears text is 
missing on page 2, line 19 after "point". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The structure of the closure is not clearly set forth in the claims. For instance, it is 
unclear if the phrase "associated with the sleeve" is setting forth the ring as a part of the sleeve 
or merely in contact with the sleeve, but is comprised by another structural element. Also, the 
term "it" is indefinite and does not clearly indicate the structure being set forth. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-3 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Morini 
(WO 97/31838). See figure 1 wherein shoulder 14 and breakable means 13 are disclosed. 

7. Claims 1-5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gala (US 
3,850,328). See figures 1 and 2 wherein extension 26 keeps the two parts juxtaposed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gala in view 
of Bonnenfant et al. (US 4,679,696). 

Gala teaches the claimed closure except for a transparent cap and brightly colored 

sleeve. 

Bonnenfant teaches it is known to utilize a sleeve of a different color from the cap. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use a brightly colored sleeve and a transparent cap, since it has been 
held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of 
its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. Doing so provides 
significant contrast to allow one to easily see if the closure has been previously removed from 
an associated container. 
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To the degree visible marks are set forth, the closure of Gala as modified has visible 

marks.
